This ratio ranged from 
17 in New Hampshire and Rhode Island to 66.0 in Arkansas (where prisoners are used, as 
minrcls). For the nation as a whole it was 5.6. This was down from 6.4 in 1950, although 
prison population had increased by some 40,000 during the eight-year period.-

BIG YEAR IN SPACE—II launcbings go off according to 
schedule, 1960 will be the busiest year in space activity yet. 
National Aeronautics and Space Administration has an- 
nounced a full line-up of scientific satellites and probes, 
shown in timetables above. Among the satellite shots will be 
two attempts to place a satellite in orbit around the moon. 


Plans also call for firing a space probe into the orbit of the 
planet Venus—not to hit it, but to study guidance and long-:
